He 
paid the fair sex the negative eompli- 
ment that its individuals were as, dif- 
ficult to manage as was every person 
of small mind.- 

As a. logical. conclusion of such 
teachings being. accepted in Japan the 
Japanese women: could do nothing in 
wey of’ asserting their own character 
and originality’ without imeeting with 
the disapproval of their friends. Their 
instructions’ were to be as quiet as 
quiet coukt be, as obedient as could 
be and as meek as could be. 

Even at present there are some Jap- 
anese who think that the sole object 
of women’s education is to make them 
good wives and wise mothers.. But 
that this idea is not a generally ac- 
cepted one is shown by.*the fact. that 
‘at present there are more than 200 

high schools of 500 stadents each 
nm Japan. There are many- schools 
devoted to training girls for earning 
independent livelihood, such as those 
teaching music, the arts, medicine, 
bookkeeping, sewing, pedagogics, and 
many other kinds of work. 

The Japan Women’s University, 
which I was able to establish in 1901 
with the support of the leading men 
and women in every walk of life in 
Japan, has now 1,100 students divided 
into departments of pedagogics, litera-

The university intends to 
organize in the near future depart 
ments of music, art and medicine.

FOUND FAME IN POLICE 


COL. ARTHUR PERCY SHERWOOD 
HAS RISEN TO THE TOP. 


The Chief of the Dominion Service 
Has Achieved Celebrity Since He 
Left the Ottawa Department and 
Became the Guardian of Visiting 
Royaity—Has Been Active Also In 
the Militia. . 


Lieut.-Col. Arthur Perey Sherwood, 
now chief of the Dominion police, was, 
formerly chief of police of Ottawa and 
was appointed to the latter post April 
6, 1879, the same day that Chief Lan- 
grell resigned. Chief Sherwood acted 
as head of the Ottawa police force for 
three years. Under his regime the 
force consisted of 24 constables, a 
Sergeant-major, two sergeants and a 
chief detective and an assistant. He 
resigned on October 7, 1882, to accept 
the position of chief of the Dominion 
police force. While in charge of the 
Ottawa “force he displayed splendid 
_ energy and ability and introduced

many reforms and was a most ener- 
getic and competent official. 

He has been superintendent. ‘and 
commissioner of the Dominion force 
ever since and has charge in this ca- 
pacity of the secret service work of 
_ Canada. He was thanked by order in 
council in October, 1893, for work 
rendered in connection with the Behr- 
ing Sea arbitration and also specially 
mentioned by King George in con- 
nection with the trip through Canada 
; when His Majesty visited this country 


as Duke of Cornwalk and York. In 
1991 our subject was created a 
C.M.G. and im 1902 M.V.O. and in 


1908 made an honorary A.D.C. to the 
Governor-General. He is president of

@he Palazzo San Giorgio on the Piaz- 
ea Caricamento, Genoa, bas played an 
important role in the history of this 
Italian city and of the world of busi- 
ness, Ig was built in 1260 by order of 
Gugtielmo Boccanegra, captain of the 
republic of Genoa, and, after serving 
as his residence, was the headquarters 
of the celebrated company and bank 
of St. George. Our modern system of 
banking sprang from this historic edi- 
fice, and the Societa delle Comprere di 
San Giorgio was the first limited lia- 
bility company.

When Leather Was Money, 
Leather was very early use? ae a 
currency, the Romans employing it for 
this purpose before either gold, silver 
or brass came into common ose. His- 
tory is full of references showing that 
leather was used by the ancients as a 
sort of circulating medium of ex- 
change. It ts said on good authority 
that so late as during the reign of 
Louls XII. of France the eountry be- 
came so impoverished and as a con- 
sequence money wnhs 80 scarce that 
little pleces of leather with a small 


silver nail driven through each were _ 


In general use as money. Some few 
specimens of this leather money are 
still In existence, but are only to be 
found in the possession of numisma- 
tists, by whom they are highly prized.
